How many pro football teams has Dallas 


had? I say there have been two, but a 
friend of mine says three. Settle the bet for 
us. 


You lose. Dallas has had three pro 


teams, but two of them were named the 
Dallas Texans. 


The original Texans were formed in 1952 


as a franchise in the American Football 
Conference. That team was short-lived 
however, moving to Baltimore in 1953. The 
team continues today as the Baltimore 
Colts. 


The second Dallas Texans came to be in 


1959, when Lamar Hunt organized the 
American Football League and owned the 
team. The team didn't play until 1960, the 
same year the Dallas Cowboys began play 
with the NFL. 


In 1963, Hunt moved the Texans to 


Kansas City, where it continues as the 
Kansas City Chiefs. 


The Cowboys, incidentally, have since 


moved to Irving. 


About two years ago, I bought a metal 


storage building from Montgomery Ward 
here. Shortly after I bought the building 
and paid Ward's to install it, a high wind 
blew the building away. I have been 
corresponding with Ward's ever since, 
because I feel they owe me partial or full 
refund on my purchase. 


After going over all the materials you 


provided Action Line, we contacted R.L. 
Henry, the catalog general manager for 
Wards in Fort Worth. 


As Mr. Henry told you by mail, Wards 


does not feel they are liable for the damage 
caused by that 1974 high wind storm. In 
part, Wards said: 


"We regret your unfortunate experience 


regarding the building. We discussed this 
matter at length with the manager of the 
Corsicana store where the purchase was 
made and it was confirmed that other 
buildings were also blown down due to high 
winds that same day. We are sorry, but we 
cannot be responsible for climactic con- 
ditions over which we have''no control." 


If you still feel that Wards owes you 


some type refund, your best course of 
action would seem to be to contact an 
attorney and let him advise you on 
whether or not and how to precede. 


What are the guidelines for determining 
(he requirements for a full Jim Collins 
Scholarship? Are there a specific number 
of college credit hours a recipient must 
earn at Navarro College before being 
permitted to enter the college or university 
of a recipient's choice? What governing 
body determines the amount of monies 
awarded for a scholarship? Who can a 
student contact to get full particulars 
concerning these scholarships? 


According to the terms of the will of the 


late James L. Collins, who established the 
Collins scholarship fund, the Corsicana 
school Board of Trustees sits also as the 
Collins Scholarship board. As the Collins 
board, they have been entrusted with a 
dual duty: (1) to wisely invest and con- 
serve the assets of the fund; and (2) to 
select each year "those graduating 
students, who by their records, have 
demonstrated their merit and capacity for 
making a worthwhile contribution to our 
society." 


"Like Mr. Collins," the scholarship 


booklet reads, "those who administer the 
scholarships seek young people who have 
exhibited unusual industry and initiative 
in enterprises which are 
intrinsically 


worthwhile; who have the highest 
reputation for personal integrity in their 
respective communities; and who have 
exhibited a capacity both for assuming 
and discharging responsibility satisfac- 
torily, and for working harmoniously and 
efficiently with others." Those are the 
guidelines used by the board in deter- 
mining recipients. 


A recipient may attend any accredited 


college in Texas, a^ording to the rules 
governing the scholai-ships. However, the 
board in the past has asked individuals to 
attend a junior college if there is some 
concern about grades or other factors. 


The amount of money for 'scholarships 


from year to year is determined by the 
interest earned on the principal trust fund. 
The board also makes that decision. 
Currently, a Collins scholarship is worth 
$5,600 if a student receives a full four years 
in aid. There are only two types available 
— a full scholarship or a half scholarship. 


More information, including specific 


rules, 
are 
available 
in the Collins

1st. 


About a month ago, I saw some 20 falling 


stars in one night. Is the sky falling? 


Not exactly, according to the University 


of Texas at Austin's astronomy departr 
ment. Periodically each year, the earth's 
orbit intersects the orbital path of a 
number of comets. While we rarely see the 
actual comet, those fiery balls leave a trail 
of dust to marble-size debris as they pass. 


This debris, according to an astronomy 


department spokesman, is usually com- 
posed of tiny particles of ice and sludge. 
When such particles nit the earth's at- 
mosphere, which along with the earth is 
traveling at about 18-miles-per-second, the 
particles ignite and burn up. Thus the 
"falling stars." 


The best display of this is the one you 


mention - and the earth each year passes 
this intersection point around August 11, 
give or take a week. But you have some 
chances to observe a similar situation 
coming up. 


Similar activity is normally observed 


during the last weeks of October and again 
in early December, around the 5th to 7th. 
If you miss those, there's always next 
August to look forward to.

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Plan given for 4-year college

Navarro College President 


Kenneth 
Walker 
unveiled 


Thursdav mornine "the onlv 
effective 
alternative" 
for 


securing a four year college for 
Corsicana. 


Walker, making a report to 


the Chamber of Commerce as 
head of its Education Com- 
mittee, 
recommended 
the 


establishment in Corsicana of a 
private institution at the junior, 
senior and graduate levels 


He said such an institution 


would "merely share the same 
facilities and personnel (with 
Navarro College) on a con- 
tractual 
basis," while 
also 


bringing in any other personnel 
it might require under its own 
name. 


Just what that name would be 


has not been decided, according 


to Walker, who emphasized that 
no local tax funds woui_ be 
required for the institution. 


WALKER 
MADE 
his 


recommendation in the form of 
a survey which will be sub- 
mitted to the over 600 members 
of the Corsicana Chamber for 
their opinion on the desirability 
of such an upper division in- 
stitution. 


Walker said 
that 
similar 


private institutions have been 
approved 
for 
operation 
at 


community colleges in Killeen 
and Tyler. 


Noting that a "very complex" 


contract would have to be 
drawn up between Navarro and 
the proposed institution, Walker 
said that it would be up to the 
NC board of trustees and the 
Mid-Texas 
Education 
and 


Research 
Foundation (the 


probable board for the private 


school) whether or not the 
college administration would be 
allowed to serve in the same 
capacity for the private in- 
stitution. 


Walker stressed the Chamber 


origination of this proposal, 
saying 
the 
college 
would 


naturally have to cooperate 
with the project if it is presented 
to its board, as would the Mid- 
Texas board. 


According to Walker, the 


upper division school would 
offer courses at the Navarro 
facility and would contract for 
the use of these facilities and 
the use of Navarro instructors. 


Stressing the private finan- 


cing of the upper division 
school, Walker said that it could 
receive funding through grants 
not available for two year 
colleges 
and 
from 
private 


foundations and other sources. 


WALKER DID say that the 


tuition for the private school 
would probably be higher than 
at Navarro, saying it would 
"probably have to be in line 
with other private institutions." 


Walker said that he knows of 


no foundation money presently 
available for this financing, but 
that if the upper division school 
is approved he feels this other 
money will be available. 


He pointed out that the Mid- 


Texas foundation currently has 
no money in its coffers. 


Walker said the education 


committee 
decided on this 


approach to a four year school 
in 
Corsicana 
after 
other 


avenues were closed. 


He explained that the state 


college coordinating board has 
taken 
a 
position 
against 


creating any more state four 


year colleges and has also 
adopted a position making it 
vitually impossible to establish 
sub-campuses 
for 
four-year 


state schools. 


Walker said, too, that this 


latter alternative has not been 
as beneficial as anticipated in 
the dealings Navarro has had 
with 
East 
Texas 
State 


University which has offered 
several upper level courses 
here in the past. 


Walker explained that the 


courses ETSU is able to offer 
are not necessarily courses of 
great interest to Corsicanans 
needing upper division and 
graduate work. 


WALKER SAID further that 


the private 
upper division 


alternative 
has 
many 
ad- 


vantages 
over 
the 
other 


proposals in its own right. 
Primarily, he said, it "keeps the 


control at the local level." 


A state 
four-year school 


would have its board appointed 
by the governor. 


If 
approved, 
the 
upper 


division school might require 
additional faculty, according to 
Walker, 
because 
of 
ac- 


creditation requirements on the 
number of Ph.D's per faculty 
for 
four-year schools. 
But 


Walker said the college is 
currently increasing its number 
of doctorate holders and the 
new school coujd hire the ad- 
ditional personnel as needed. 


Walker said a new upper 


division school would require a 
minimum of two years for 
accreditation, but that it would 
be granted a provisional type 
accreditation upon receiving 
written agreement from three 
universities that they would 
accept its courses in transfer.

money than they spent, as the 
district accepted a $100,000 bid 
for a 90 x 300-foot portion of the 
old Sam Houston elementary 
site. 


The bid came from Safeway 


Stores, Inc., and was the only 
bid received for the land. 
Safeway has for months been 
seeking the property to expand 
its Corsicana store, located 
adjacent to the old school site. 


The company had submitted a 


lesser bid earlier this year, but 
trustees rejected it because 
they felt it was too low. The 
property was then re-advertised 
for sale to give Safeway another 
chance to bid. 


Before the board accepted the 


bid, they heard a report from 
school Supt. Mark Culwell on 
the condition of the old building. 
Culwell said he and a consultant 
from a Dallas architectural 
firm went over the 
entire 


building recently. The building, 
according to those findings, is 
structurally sound and has a 
fairly 
good 
roof, 
Culwell 


reported. 


BUT, 
HE 
SAID, 
all 
the 


electrical and plumbing work 
would have to be replaced, and 
the two wings of the structure 
are in bad shape. The con- 
sultant estimated that cost of 
renovating the old building 
would be between $16 and $18 a 
square foot, compared to $22 to 
$26 a square foot for a new 
building. 


Culwell noted that the Huff- 


stutler report stated that the 
site was too small for use as a 
school 
campus, 
a 
finding 


Culwell said he and others 
concur with. He concurred with 
that, saying the only possible 
use was as an administration 
building or perhaps a special 


education center. He recom- 
mended that the bid, which does 
not include the building, be 
accepted. 


Member Bill Harrison made 


the motion to accept the bid, 
and the vote was unanimous. 
Dr. James Curington was ab- 
sent from the meeting. 


THE DISTRICT retains about 


half the original site, which will 
continue to be used for athletic 
practice 
by 
Drane 
Middle 


school students. Drane is across 
the street from the site. 


The district will not receive 


payment until closure of the 
sale, and the transaction is 
contingent upon the needed 
zoning change and replat of the 
property. 


The board indicated that they 


will 
consider 
selling 
other 


unused school properties owned 
by the district in the area as 
well. The sites of the old 
Pickett, Angus, Richland, and 
Corbett schools, among others, 
are currently owned by the 
district but unused for school 
purposes. 


The Pickett 
Riding Club, 


which uses the old Pickett 
school site, had asked for 
permission to demolish the old 
school building at that site. 
While the board had no ob- 
jections to this,

Culwell to inform the club that 
the district would be con- 
sidering selling the property in 
the near future.

possible sales will be taken until 
that is completed. 


The board spent some money 


as well last night, as they 
authorized administrators to 
advertise for bids for a new 
CVAE shop at Collins Middle 
school. The building is needed to 
meet the state requirement for 
space to house the fully-funded 
program. Culwell told the board 
that administrators had first 
thought they could create the 
needed space by pouring a slab 
and roofing over an area bet- 
ween two existing 
portable 


buildings, 
but 
that 
they 


discovered that this is not 
possible. 


Bids will be sought on an 1,800 


square foot building and a 2,100 
square 
foot 
building. 
The 


structure will be a basic shell, 
Culwell explained, with the 
school doing interior finishing 
work. He estimated the cost of 
an 1,800 square foot building at 
about $7,500. 


THE BOARD also authorized 


the hiring of a first grade 
teacher for Fannin Elementary 
school, to alleviate overloaded 
first 
grade 
classes 
there. 


Currently, two classes have 30 
students each. The addition of 
the teacher will create three 
classes of 20 students each. 


A similar classroom condition 


exists at 
Lee 
Elementary, 


where two second grade classes 
have 30 students each. But 
trustees 
asked 
Culwell 
to 


contact 
parents 
about 
the 


possibility of voluntary one- 
year transfers for their children 
to Sam Houston, which has 
some classes with only 20 
students enrolled. 


That had been tried at Fannin 


with little success, but the board 
noted that Lee and Houston are 
only blocks apart on the same 
street. If too few 
parents 


volunteer, the board will con- 
sider hiring another teacher. 
Both the teacher just authorized 
and the teacher considered for 
Lee will have to be fully funded 
by local tax money. 


NOTING THE increase in

Elementary school, the board 
authorized administrators to 
install mercury vapor lights at 
the campus and to investigate 
the cost of a fence around the 
school.

City doesn't move 
on cable request

Tuesday on a 16.5 per cent rate 
hike proposed by Corsicana 
Cable TV. 


The 
commission, 
after 


finishing its discussion during 
the Tuesday afternoon city 
commission meeting, let the 
matter pass because none of the 
four 
commissioners 
would 


make any motion in favor or 
against the cable's request to 
increase monthly billing on one 
outlet residential rates from 
$5.95 to $6.95 monthly. 


Richard Parker, head of the 


local cable company, applied 
for admission to the Oct. 5 
agenda immediately following 
the meeting during which he 
had answered all questions 
posed by the commission and 
agreed to one compromise in 
the rate structure. 


After the commission had 


quizzed Parker, secured the 


WHEN IT became evident to 


the mayor that no motion would 
be forthcoming, she asked for a 
motion. Waited, and 
again 


asked for a motion. Then 
jokingly asked City Manager 
Ballenger if he would make a 
motion 
on the 
rate hike. 


(Neither a city manager nor a 
mayor can make or second 
motions.) 


Mrs. Youngblood then asked 


for a positive motion — no 
reply. Then, a negative motion 
— again no reply. When she 


asked if anyone had any kind of 
motion 
without 
eliciting 
a 


response, 
Mrs. Youngblood 


asked 
if the commissioners 


wanted to table the proposal. 
There was no reply. 


The commission then moved 


reduction in rates on multiple 
outlets and 
held 
a 
public 


hearing for which no one spoke, 
Mayor Sue Youngblood awaited 
a motion on the matter, 
on to the next item on the 
agenda, leaving Parker won- 
dering "What can you say?" 


Following the meeting, Mrs. 


Youngblood expressed surprise 
at the commission's inaction, 
recalling her own days as a 
commissioner when "We made 
motions. They may not have 
been the right motions. But at 
least we made them." 


FOLLOWING THE meeting, 


Commissioner Gene Johnson's 
first reply to the inaction was to 
suggest this reporter ask the 
commissioners at the other end 
of the table (H.R. Stroube Jr. 
and Wayne Norris) why they 
didn't make any motion on the 
matter. 


Johnson later said that he was 


still wanting more input from 
the townspeople as to how they 
feel about the proposal. 


Stroube, when asked about his 


inaction, laughed and retorted 
"You don't have to ask me 
that." 


Norris explained that he feels 


that he has been labeled as pro- 
utilities, adding that while he 
might have voted in favor of the 


cable request, he would not 
move or second approval of the 
request because he is "still 
trying to overcome" the pro- 
utility image. 


Norris agreed 
with Com- 


missioner R.A. Armistead that 
cable television, in fact, is not a 
utility, but Armistead said he 
thinks the request may need 
some trimming. 


ARMISTEAD ALSO 
notet 


that advocating a cable rate 
hike might "appear in the eyes 
of the public" as supporting 
more increases for the public. 


During questioning by the 


commission, Parker had agreed 
to Mrs. Youngblood's request to 
keep the charges for multiple 
outlets in a home at the current 
rate. 


Parker originally proposed 


charging $1 for each additional 
cable outlet in service in a 
home. He later trimmed this 
back down to the present 
practice of charging $1 for the 
first additional outlet and 50 
cents for the third and suc- 


• ceeding outlets. 


In asking for the increase, 


Parker 
noted 
increased 


operating 
costs; 
increased 


interest rates and the local 
cable's record of service to the 
public. 


He said that about 33 per cent 


of the homes in Corsicana are 
now serviced by the cable and 
that 
research 
shows 
the 


maximum the cable people can 
expect is about 50 per cent of the 
homes here.

Glower makes promise on school property taxes

State Sen. Ron Clower said 


that there will be no program to 
come 
out 
of 
the 
Texas 


Legislature next year which 
will raise school property taxes. 


Clower made the promise in a 


speech to the Corsicana Lions 
Club Tuesday at the Navarro 
Hotel. 


Clower said that during the 


last 
session the 
legislature 


made a gross error when it 
adopted a public school finance 


bill which required one half the 
school 
districts 
to 
raise 


property taxes. 


"I will not tke the words of the 


Texas Education Agency to be 
the word of the local school 
district," he said. 


IN RECALLING the past 


handling of education bills in 
Austin, Clower said he will work 
toward a program to come up 
with a financial note on how 
much a bill will cost the local 
school district. 


Clower touched on the $12 


billion surplus that the state has 
accumulated. 


He said that was a large 


surplus and that there is a need 
to set up a working capital fund 
to take care of existing funds 
and to meet inflation. 


Clower said that there are lots 


of programs that need funding 
citing the state home and 
vocational 
programs 
at 


colleges. 


He said that in the future a 


refinery tax should be con- 


sidered. 


He noted that presently a tax 


is placed at the gas pump of 
which funds are used for high- 
way maintence 
and school 


funding. He said that if that 
same tax was removed and put 
at the refinery it could be used 
for the same purpose and 
generate three-quarters of a 
billion dollars for the state. 


DISCUSSING the upcoming 


legislative session, Clower said 
its members should not pass 


any new law codes, but "Con- 
centrate oii making the laws we 
have work." 


He also said that attention 


should be directed away from 
building more state agencies 
and 
directed 
toward 
the 


overlapping of existing agen- 
cies. 


He said that the upcoming 


session will also deal with the 
issue of penal law. 


"The greatest deterrent to 


crime is a speedy trial," Clower 
said, 


Clower gave a recap of his 


term as a freshman senator 
which began in 1973. 


He told the Lions Club and 


guests that he entered the 
senatorial race with the goal to 
open up the process of state 
government. 


He noted that his efforts with 


the Open Meetings and Open 
Records Laws were designed to 
do this and that through these 
laws people are able to know 
what's going on in their local 
and state governments. 


DURING GLOWER'S 
first 


term he served on and chaired 
committees that have included 
the Joint Committee on Prison 
Reform, Public Transportation, 
and Consumer Affairs, which 
was responsible for the creation 
of the Texas Public Utilities 
Commission. 


Clower also served as a 


delegate to the Texas Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


Clower was also instrumental 


in the impeachment trial of 
Duvall 
County 
Judge O.P.

Kerens twirler 
wows 'em with 
spinning blades

KERENS — Missy Ward, 17-year-old Kerens High School 


senior, decided two years ago to take twirling lessons, and since 
then has won several state titles and a trophy case full of 
awards. 


She is featured twirler for the Kerens High School band and 


dazzles the football fans with her halftime routine which in- 
cludes twirling Samoan swords. 


She says she enjoys performing with the swords "more than 


any other part of the show," and adds with a laugh that per- 
forming with swords really isn't that difficult, "but the people 
seem to enjoy it." 


BUT TWIRLING real swords can be dangerous, she admits. 
Although she says she has never seriously cut herself, once 


while performing at the state fair, she bruised one of her ankles 
and "finished the routine with tears streaming down my face." 


Missy has entered a number of contests since she began 


twirling, and has brought home 59 trophies, 46 medals and six 
plaques. 


Her state titles this year include best costume, state 


sweetheart and state military champion. Last year, she placed 
fifth in the military competition. 


She explains that the sweetheart competition is judged on 


modeling ability, poise and beauty. 


MOST TWIRLING contests are held in Dallas but she has 


traveled as far away as Louisiana to compete. 


She credits her mother for her costumes which have won a 


state title. 


"Mother does all my costuming," she relates, "mother does 


beautiful, beautiful, work." 


She has five competition costumes and a field costume. 
Missy also plays the clarinet in the high school band, and 


explains that at a contest last year, she was more proud of being 
named outstanding soloist on bass clarinet than the nine twirling 
trophies she brought back with her. 


She is also active in her church work and plays the organ for 


the Presbyterian Church in Kerens. 


She maintains an "A" average in her studies, and is active in 


the high school drama department. She was named best actress 
in one act play competition for the past two years. 


SHE SAYS she hopes to obtain a twirling scholarship after 


graduation from high school, but admits the "competition is 
fierce." 


Missy explains that she plans to major in drama in college, 


and eventually teach drama at the high school level. 


She is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Joe A. Ward of Kerens. 


Her mother teaches the first grade, and her father is employed 
at Nipak. She has two brothers, John, 16, and Jody, 14. 


Missy says she plans to enter a number of twirling contests 


this year as well as participate in an upcoming International

The contest is open for young women 17-22 years of age, and 


contestants will be judged on modeling, interviews and com- 
petition.

The policy statement opposes

relocation of the reservoir, but 
offered a compromise to the 
lignite producers by advocating 
the operation of the lake solely 
as a flood control project until 
the year 2000, at which time 
studies show water from the 
lake will be needed for the 
Dallas - Fort Worth area and 
Houston. The committee also 
expressed support for down 
stream channel improvements 
which would help alleviate 
flooding in the lignite area. 


Strawn explained that to fill 


the lake to full capacity would 
necessitate $100 million 
in 


temporary levies to protect 
lignite deposits, the largest of 
which are along the Henderson- 
Anderson County lines. 


About 40 people attended the 


meeting, but not one was asked 


to speak other than TRA of- 
ficials. 
TRA General Mgr. 


David Brune told the committee 
that lignite miners would face 
"serious 
mining 
problems" 


even without construction of 
Tennessee Colony Lake. TRA 
board president Bruce Smith of 
Tool concurred, explaining that 
the largest deposit is in an area 
which is flooded between 20 and 
30 days at a time during heavy 
rains.

Barber was in Malakoff last
